In coiilldenllv hoping lhala portion ol the 
great tide of emigralion setting in (rom Eu- 
rope lo Ihe United Stales would soon Ilow lo 
the South, we have counted largely upon the 
e.xlraordinary inducements held out to emi- 
granl.s by the genial climate anil the mil- 
lions ol acres of fertile land lying idle here 
(or lack ol labor. We present some figures 
as lo tlic extent of our unlilled land, wliicli 
must surprise even those w'nose attention lias 
long been liirncd lo the subject. 

.According lo the estimate ol ISCO, 150,- 



000,000 acres of land in Southern States, 
most of it as fertile as any in the world, was 
neglected and uncultivated; the quantity, we 
need hardly to state, has been greatly in- 
creased by tbo war. In 1860 Alabama, with 
a population of 964,201 souls, and measur- 
ing 50,7^square miles of territory, had with- 
in her limits 12,687 acres of uncultivated 
soil. 

Arkansas, with 535,450 souls, and 58,128 
square miles, has 7,609,938 such acres. 

Delaware, with 112,116 souls, and 2,120 
square miles, has 367,230 acres. 

Florida, with 140,425 souls, ami 59,629 
square miles, has 2,273,008 acres, 

Georgia, 1,087,000 souls, 52,000 square 
miles, 18,587,732 acres. 

Kentucky, 1 ,155,689 souls, .'57,28il square 
miles, 11,519,059 acres. 

Louisiana, 708,092 souls. 46,431 square 
miles, 6,765,879 acres. 

Maryland, 687,649 souls, 11,124 square 
miles. 1 ,833,206 acres. 

Mississippi, 761,305 souls, 47,156 square 
miles, 11,70.3,556 acres.

A North Carolina View of the War. 

The Hon. Thomas L. CHingman, formerly 
a member of Congress, and more recently 
in the Confederate army, has publisheii a 
letter tracing the causes of the civil war, 
which he charges upon the efforts of the 
authorities in both the North and South 
llinl erroneously regarded the opposite par- 
ties as representing majorities. He states 
with reference to existing i.ssucs: 

‘■The great practical question now pre 
sents it.-elf: Wlial ought to he the action of 
the United .Slates toward the .South? 1 am 
not mistaken when 1 say lhat in North Car- 
olina the determination lo support the Con- 
stitiilioii anil ohev Hie laws ol the United 
•Stales is un iversal There are to he found 
here and there, perhaps individuals in that 
.State who will assert the contrary. They 
are, however, men without cousideralion of 
character, wlio have been disappointed in 
their attempts lo gel office, and who charge 
the people with being disloyal because they 
will not vole for them No man living in 
the .Stale believes there is at preseni disloy- 
alty there. The late elections have been 
decided by personal preferences, aided some- 
what by old party associations. Our peo- 
ple think that when they have complied 
with all the requisitions of the President, 
they have a right lo choose their represen- 
tatives. 

I know no man in the. Stale, however, that 
1 believe can lake what is commonly called 
the “test oath" without perjury. If this be 
insisted on, our .Stale will have only nomi 
nal or counterfeit representatives. .Sooner 
than have such, many think it as well to 
have no representation at all. If the men 
chosen are true to the Constitution, the 
more talent and consideration they have the 
belter for the Government. When an army 
surrenders, it is done by its officers in com 
maud, and not by men taken from the guard- 
house or the rear, because of their ioeflici- 
ency. So is it not better that the public of 
the South should come in with their repre- 
sentative men? In this manner the Govern- 
ment and the Administration will obtain the 
entire political and moral support of the 
.States. 



Maximilian and Mexico. 

.Senator VVade introduced Ihe following iii 
the United .States .Sen.ile on Monday last* 
It was referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs. 

Whereas, In a letter ol instructions dated 
Dec. 3d, 1862, directed to the General com- 
manding the French forces in Mexico, the 
Emperor of the French indicateil his policy 
concerning afl'airs ot this continent, by de- 
claring it was his intention to establish a 
monarchy in Mexico, which would restore 
to the latter race on this side of the Atlantic 
all their strength and prestige, guarantee se- 
curity to the French West India colonies, 
repair and revive the interests and estab- 
lish the influence of France in the centre of 
America, and prevent Hie people of the 
United .States from taking possession of Ihe 
Gulf of Mexico, from which they would 
command the outlets ot South America, and 
so become the only dispensers ol the pro- 
ducts of the New World Whereas, in pur- 
suance of said policy an effort has been made 
lojestablish a monarchy in Mexico, contrary 
to the wishes of the people, to support Max- 
imilian in his usurpation by European sol- 
diers, and 

Whereas, .\mong other acts, contrary lo 
the spirit of the .age and humanity, the so- 
called Emperor of Mexico, by a decree and 
regulation, dated September 5th, 1.865, par- 
tially reestablished slavery in his dominions, 
and by a decree, dated tlcloher 3rd, 1865, has 
violated the usages of civilized warfare by 
denying to the Mexican Republican troops 
the rights ol belligerents, ordering their 
exrciilion whenever found, within twenty- 
four hours .after their capture, therefore, be 
it 

liesoleed, By the .Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States, in Congress 
assembled. 

First — That we contemplate the preseni 
condition of affair.s in the Republic of Mex- 
ico, with the most profound solicitude. 

Second — That the attempt to subject oue 
ol Hie republican govertnuenla of this con- 
tinent, by a foreign power, and to estab- 
lish on its ruins a monarchy, sustained 
solely by European bayonets, is opposed to 
the declared policy of the United .Slates 
Govcrmneiil, offensive to our people and 
country, aud to the spirit of our institutions. 

liesolvcd. That the President of the Uni- 
ted .Slates he requested to take such steps 
concerning the matter, as will indicate ihe 
recognize.! policy, and protect the honor 
and interests of our government.

Fr.^nkfort, Dec. l.'itli, 1805. 

.Senate— Mr. GORIN — Codes of Practice 

A House bill to amend section 070, of tlie 

Civil Code. Amended and passed. [That 
no Minister of the Gospel or Priest shall be 
made to disclose any confession made to 
him.] 

Mr. WRIGHT — Agriculture and Manu- 
facture— A House bill to incorporate the 
Grant county Agricultural and Mechanical 
Association, Passed.^ 

Same — A bill to incorporate the Wood- 
ford County Agricultural and Mechanical 
Association. Passed. 

Special order — An act to amend the law 
of limitations in certain cases. Postpon- 
ed. 

Reports Resumed — Mr. HARRISON — 
Judiciary — A bill to prevent the careless 
or wanton or malicious use of deadly wea- 
pons. [Gives a right of action to widow or 
children of any person killed by the careless 
or wanton and malicious use of deadly wea- 
pons. Passed. 

Same— A bill to revive and continue in 
force acts and amended acts to articles 3 and 
!), of chapter 80 of the Revised Statutes. 
Passed. 

Same— A House bill to repeal an act, en- 
titled “An act to prohibit and prevent rebel- 
lion by citizens of Kentucky and others in 
this State, approved Oct. 1st, 1801. Pass- 
ed. 

Mr. GORIN- Judiciary— A bill to amend 
the SOth chapter, 0th article section 3, of the 
t Revised .Statutes.

Same — A bill to amend the penal laws of 
this State.

iSheritT and other collecting oflicers of this 
State. Passed. 

Same — A bill in regard to the duties of the 
Secretary of .State. Recommitted and order- 
ed to he printed. 

Orders of the Day — House resolution to 
the effect that the General Assembly take 
a recess from the 20tb of December to the 
lOth ofJJanuary. Adopted. 

A message from the Governor was receiv- 
ed transmitting to the Senate a communica- 
tion from W. E. Cox, in regard to the notes of 
the State Line Survey. Referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee. Also a message which 
announced that he had pardoned Governor 
Hawes, William E. Sims, and others, until 
the end of the Assembly of the Legislature, 
and recommends that the sai be granted by 
the General Assembly, and .jat a general 
law be passed pardoning all persona indict- 
ed in the State courts tor treason. .Ml of 
which was referred to the Committee on Re- 
vised Statutes.

1. Resolved by the Gestural Assesnbly^ef theCom- 
monwealthof Kentucky, That our Senators in Con- 
gress are hereby instructed, and our Representa- 
tives requested, to use their best ofibrts to have a 
law passed compensating all men ;who bare been 
loyal from tho beginning of the rebellion, and who 
are now loyal, for all and every species of prop- 
erty voluntarily sacrificed for the good of the 
Uorernment of the United States, or involuntari- 
ly taken or destntyedby the so-ealled Confederate 
guerrillas or authorities. 

2. Resolved, That tho Oovornor is hereby re- 
quested to forward a copy of those resolutions to 
each of our Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress. 

MOTION. 

Mr. WOLFORD moved to reconiid 
er the vole paaning a bill, entitled an 
act to repeal an act approved 22d Feb 
riiary, 1804, entitled “An act to pro- 
vide a civil remedy for injuriei done by dis- 
loyal persons.’’ Mr. LILLARD moved to 
lay*the motion to reconsider on the table 
Rejected. Yeasl; nave 90. The motion 
to reconsider was then adopted, and the 
bill referred to the Committee on the Judic 
I ary.

Re 
jected. Yeas 39; nays51. Mr. CONKLIN 
moved that 500 copies be printed. Mr. 
WOLFORD moved that 1 ,500 copies be 
printed. Rejected. Mr. CONKLIN’S 
amendment was then rejected and 200 copies 
were ordered fo be printed. 

SPECIAI. ORDER. 

The House took up the bill to amend sec- 
tion I, article 3, chapter 47, Revised Stat- 
utes.

Sec. 1. Bo if enacted by the Oenorel Assembly ef 
the Commonwealth ef Kentmeky, That the courts of 
chancery jurisdiction may decreo a divorce to 
both husband and wife, as am additional cause to 
thoso named in said section, for lunacy and un- 
sound mind of confirmed and incurable character 
and of not less than three years’ continuance, of 
which facts tho court shall be fully satisfied from 
tbo testimony of those skilled in mental malad- 
ies, and from other proof; and, upon granting 
the divorce, shall protect the property interests 
of the person of unsound mind, and secure 
maintenance therefor out of the property belong- 
ing to such person; and in the case of a wife, a 
provision shall be made for her oqt of the bus 
band’s means. 

Sec. 2. It shall bo the duty of the court in such 
cases to appoint for the defendant a guardian ad 
litem, who shall bo a member of the bar, and 
whose duty it shall be to defend for the defendant, 
and who shall be allowed a reasonable fee for bis 
services at the discretion of tbo court, to be paid 
by plaintifi'. 

Mr. NEWELL moved to lay the bill on 
tbe table. Rejected. 

.Several amendments were offered, which 
were, together with proposed amendments, 
referred to the Committee on Revised Stat- 
utes. 

Mr. McGREW offered the following reso- 
lution, which was adopted, viz: 

Resolved, That tho Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts be requested to furnish to this House a 
statement of sheep killed by dogs in each county 
in this Commonwealth, and their value, in the 
last year. 

The House then adjourned 



Frankfort, Dec. 10, 1865. 

.Senate — 'I'he case of Carlisle vs. Benton, 
was reported on by the board to whom it was 
referred, and the majority report was that 
the board had no jurisdiction. The minority 
report was in direct opposition to the above. 
Mr. DUDLEY, who presented the majority 
report, advocated its adoption, as did Gov. 
HELM, while Mr. MORROW was equally 
zealous for the adoption of the minority re- 
port , which was also favored by Mr. B.A- 
KER, the Sanator from Campbell. The ma- 
jority report was adopted and referred to the 
committee on Privileges and Elections. 

Mr. CHILE.S, from the Committee on 
Propositions and Grievances — A House bill 
to add a portion of Morgan county to the 
county of Wolfe. Passed. 

Mr. BRUNER — Revised Statutes — A bill 
to amend section 9, chapter 47, of the Revis- 
ed Statutes, title “Husband and Wife” Dis- 
charged. 

Mr. COCHRAN — Judiciary — A bill to 
repeal an act to amend the jury laws of 
this Commonwealth. [This is the 'aw 
which compels jurymen to take a test oath 
before they can serve in the capacity.] 

A bill to change a voting place in Lewis 
county, was taken up. Amended and pass- 
ed. 

Mr. RIFFE — Resolution appropriating 
money, costa, &c., due Lucien B. Goggin, and 
for similar purpose, in the case of Sir. Hol- 
bert, the contestant of Mr. Goggin’s seat. 
Finance. 

Mr. 1L.4NDRAM — Resolution — Instruct- 
ing the Committee on Propositions and Griev- 
ances to inquire into what regulations are in 
force under which the daily newspapers are 
furnished the .Senate. 

Mr. STONE — Resolution — That members 
shall not be entitled to per diem but shall 
to mileage during the proposed recess. Laid 
over. 

The .Senate then adjourned 

House — The Speaker laid before the 
House tho response of the Auditor to a res- 
olution of the House in relation to the num- 
ber of sheep killed by dogs in 1805, in Ken- 
tucky, which was referred to the Committee 
on Agriculture and Manufactures. 

Mr. THOMAS offered the following joint 
resolution, which lies one day on the ta- 
ble : 

Wherkas, Tho Constitution of this State pro- 
vides that no session of tbo General Assembly 
shall continue beyond sixty days except by the 
vote of two-thirds of all the members elected to 
each House; and whereas, in tbe judgment of

Mr. BUCKNER offered the following 
joint resolution, which lies one day on the 
table, viz: 

Be it resolved, it'c.. That the people of Ken- 
tucky arc unalterably opposed to tho passage of 
all laws permitting negroas to testify as witnesses 
and to set as jurors in the courts of justice in 
this Commonwealth. 

Mr. HARL.AN offered the following joint 



resolution, which lies one day oil the taUe, 
viz: 

Whereas, There no longer exists any relcl- 
lion or other public danger; therefore. 

Be it resolved, &c. , That it is duc|to Kenturky 
that tho writ of habeas corpus bo restored wf.h- 
in this ;.Stato, and tho Governor be reques ed 
to communicate with the President, and imist 
upon its prompt restoration. 

Mr. HARLAN off'eretl the following reso- 
lution which was adopted, viz: 

Resolved, That tbe committee on Military Af- 
fairs inquire and rpport what, if any, legisla- 
tion is needed to enable citizens to obtain esm- 
pensation for horses and other property taton 
by State troops, and also for property used by 
soldiers, and lost while in the State seryice. 

Mr. HARLAN — Privileges and Elect ous 
— From a majority of said Committee, trade 
a report in the case of Wm. A. Brann, con- 
testing the right of Jas. Wilson to a seat in 
this House from the county of Pendleton to- 
gether with a resolution declaring the seat of 
Wilson vacant, and directing the .Speaker to 
issue a writ of election to fill said vacancy. 
Mr. S'l’OUT, from the minority of said com- 
mittee, made a report in opposition to the 
majority report, insisting that Jas. Wilson, 
the silting member, is entitled to his seat, 
and report a resolution to that effect. 

Mr. WIL.SON addressed the House at 
some length in favor of the adoption of the 
minority report, and insisting, that, so far as 
he was concerned and believes, the election 
was fairly conducted, and that he is legally 
entitled to retain his seat. 

Mr BELL moved to postpone the further 
consideration of the matter, and that the two 
reports be printed and made special order for 
Tuesday, at 11 o’clock. 

Reports from Committees — Mr. McHEN- 
RY--.Iudiciary— Senate bill to repeal an act 
to prohibit and prevent rebellion by citizens 
of Kentucky, and others in this .State, ap- 
proved October 1, 1801 Passed Yeas 55; 
nays 31. 

Same— A Senate bill to amend section 9, 
chapter 47, of the Revised Statutes, title 
“Husband and Wife," approved August 31, 
1862. [The law to be repealed requires that 
no person shall solemnize raarria;e, until in 
addition to the present requiremtnts of law, 
he shall file in the county court c erk’s office 
an oath to su*pport the Constitubon of the 
United States and of Kentucky, and be faith- 
ful and true to the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, and the laws and government there- 
of, and that he has not assisted, aided or 
abetted, directly or indirectly, the so-called 
Confederate Slates; any person fiiiling to 
comply with the provisions of the law may 
be fined not less than fifty nor more than 
five hundred dollars ] 

Mr. BELL offered the following as an en- 
grossed ryder, viz: 

Provid d. Before any ministars of any denom- 
ination shall solemnize marriage, hestatl take, 
in the county court of bis residence, tbe oath of 
allegiance to tho State of Kentucky. 

Mr. ALLEN moved to re-commit the bill, 
with instructions to report a bill requiring 
ministers and others, before solemnizing 
marriage, to take an oath to support the Con- 
stitutions of the United States and Kentucky 
and he faithful and true to the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky, and the laws and gov- 
ernment thereof, and repealing all other 
parts of the oath prescribed in the act of 
1862. Rejected, Yeas, 42; nays, 46. 

Mr. BU.SH proposed the following as a 
substitute for Mr. BELL'S amendment, 
which was accepted by Mr. BELL, viz: 

Provided, however. That n« minister or other 
person shall be authorized to solemnize the 
rights ef ma rriage until after he shall hare taken 
the oath required of other civil oSicors in tho 
Constitution of this State. 

Adopted. Yeas 71; nays 18. Mr. Mo- 
HENRY moved to re commit the bill to the 
Committee on the .Judiciary. Rejected. 
Yeas 27; nays 59. 'The bill was then passed. 
Yeas 06; nays 20. 

And then the House adjourned.

Same — A House bill to repeal an act en- 
titled “An act to amend the jury laws of 
this Commonwealth ,’’ approved August 22, 
1862; requiring an additional oath. Passed. 

.Same— A House bill to amend the 13th 
article of the 22d chapter of Revised Stat- 
utes, entitled “Courts." Amended and pass- 
ed. 

Mr. JOHNSON— Select Committee— To re- 
peal an act to further regulate the appoint- 
ment of attorneys yiro fcm. for the Common- 
wealth. Passed. 

Mr. DUDLEY-Privileges and Elections-- 
Reporled in the case of Col. Love va 0. P. 
Johnson, to the effect that Mr. Johnson do 
hold his seat Adopted. 

Mr. STONE— A bill to amend chapter 
102, Revised Statutes. 

Mr. DUDLEY — Resolution— Requesting 
nforniation in regard to Capt. .Johnson, of 
the State troops, &c. Laid over.

Mr. COOK - Resolution— Asking that the 
Finance Committtee open correspondence 
with the various printers to receive sealed 
proposals in regard to the public printing.

House — M r. II.4RLAN — Revised Statutes 
— House bill to amend Section 1, Article 3, 
Chapter 47, Revised .Statutes, Reported a 
substitute for said bill. [The bill was pub- 
lished in lull in Friday’s proceedings] 

Mr. J. W. DAVIS offered a substitute lor 
the substitute of committee. Mr McHEN- 
RY moved the previous question. Adopted. 
Mr. DAVIS' amendment was then rejected. 

The question was then taken on the adop- 
tion of the substitute offered by the com- 
mittee, and it was decided in the affirmative, 
and the bill as amended was then passed. 

[The bill as p.sssed allows divorce for 
confirmed and incurable insanity of three 
years standing, resulting from intemper- 
ance or hereditary taint, concealed at mar- 
riage, upon the concurrent verdict of the 
Chancellor and a jury as to all facte as proven 
by the testimony of expert physicians, and 
other proof, and defense by a sworn Attor- 
ney for the lunatic.] 



House bill amendi l in Senate, to change 
voting place in a pre. inct in Lewis county 
Amendment concurred in. Y'eas 52; nays36. 

The House took up the report of the ma- 
jority and minority of Committee on Privil- 
eges and elections, in case of A. .J. Mershon, 
contesting the right of G. W. Ballew to seal 
in this House from the county of Madison 
The majority report contends that, on account 
of tho presence of armed soldiers in tho service of 
the United States, at tho various voting places in 
said county, tho election was not free and equal 
s required by tho Constitution of Kentucky , and 
heroforo offered a resolution declaring tho seat, 
vacant; the report also says, “that it is duo to 
the sitting member to say that none of tbe evi 
dence shows that he caused tho soldiers to be sent 
into tho county, or that he sanctioned any of tho 
outrages and frauds of which they wore guilty.’’ 
Tho minority report contends, that tho sitting 
member received a majority of the legal voters of 
said county; that Federal soldiers, while they 
presented some legal voters from casting their 
votes for tho contestant, they also, by their pres- 
ence, prevented the easting of votes for the sit- 
ting member; the report also “deprecate and de- 
plore the presence of military force and interfer- 
ence at this election, or any election.’’ 

The reports gave rise to eonsiderabfe dis- 
cussion, iu which Messrs. .Stout and Ballew 
advocated tbe adoption of the minority re- 
port, and Messrs. Webb, Wolford, and' Bell 
opposed its adoption. 

’The question being taken, tbe minority 
report was rejected. Yeas 33; nays 54. 

'The majority report, declaring tlie seat 
vacant, was then adopted. 

Mr. BUCKNER — Privileges and Elec- 
tions — Made a majority report in the case 
of Wm. A. Morton, contesting the right of 
Richard Gregory, the member in this House 
from the counties of Hopkins and Webster. 

Mr.STOUT, from the minorityjofsaid com- 
mittee, made a report which, together with 
the majority report, was ordered to be 
printed, and made the special order for to- 
morrow evening at 3 o’clock. 

Orders of the Day— The House then took 
up the resolution offered by Mr. Harlan on 
Saturday, staling that it is due to Kentucky 
that the writ of habeas corpus be restored in 
this .State, and requesting the Governor to 
communicate with the President, and insist 
upon its prompt restoration. Mr. .Stout mov- 
ed to refer the resolution to a select commit- 
tee. Mr. Carlisle moved the previous ques- 
tion. Adopted. Mr. Stout’s motion was then 
rejected. Yeas 33; nays 55. The resolu- 
tion was then adopted Yeas 55; nays 32. 
And then the House adjourned. 

An Act to Supply the Lost or Burnt 
Records In the Court of Appeals. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That 
where any record from an inferior court has 
heretofore become, or shall hereafter be, 
destroyed by fire, or by any other means 
lost from the files in the Clerk’s office of the 
Court of Appeals, it shall be lawful for either 
party to file another certified copy of such 
record from the inferior court, and the court 
being satisfieJ that the second copy so filed 
is the same case and between the same par- 
ties as in the lost or destroyed record, the 
second copy shall be substituted for the first, 
and the cause tried thereupon. 

Sec. 2. Where copies have been duly made 
of records filed in tbe Clerk’s office of the 
Court of Appeals by the Clerk of that Court, 
and the originals have been lost or destroy- 
ed, the Court of Appeals shall receive such 
copies and hear the causes thereon. 

Sec. 3. Where original papers brought 
from the inferior courts have been or shall 
be lost, proved or certified copies thereof 
shall be taken and used in place of the orig- 
inal, and when no copies are to be had the 
proof of their contents may be made in such 
form as the Court of Appeals may prescribe. 

Sec. 4. Copies of opinions and mandates of 
the Court of Appeals, where tbe originals 
have been or shall hereafter be destroyed, 
that had been made by the Clerk of the 
Court of Appeals and filed in the inferior 
courts, may be copied and certified by the 
clerks of the courts where they are filed, and 
such copy or copies may be used in evidence. 

Sec. 5. This act shall be in force from its 
passage.

Congressional. 

VVe have been compelled from the press 
of other matter to pass by the proceedings 
of Congress, so far, without notice. And in 
fact Congress has as yet done little that has 
been worthy of notice. The main points of 
interest are the settlement of the status of 
the freedmen, and the admission of .South- 
ern members. As usual, Mr. Sumner wss 
earliest in the field in behalf of the freed- 
men. This gentleman is certainly con 
scientious in hi.s view.s and most earnest in 
ills advocacy of equal rights for tlie negro 
with the white man. But he is as unfortu- 
nate as most one-idea men — zeal outruns 
judgment most amazingly. .\nd he has the 
grim satisfaction of seeing his measures for 
the most part fail. 

Mr. Sumner ofl'ered n series of resolutions 
which arc utterly impracticable and which, 
doubtless, will not even be considered in 
Congress. The majority of Congress are 
not with him in hi.s peculiar views, and that 
the whole country well understands. To 
protect the freeilmen in that freedom which 
the nation hesiuws upon lliein is within 
the scope of Congressional [lOwer, and the 
country desires that this protection sliall he 
afforded tiiem. But to admit them U) riglits 
not necessary to freedom, to endeavor to 
force political equality, is not in the will or 
mind of the people. Individuals in the Ke- 
public'iQ parly talk about negro sutlrage, 
but the parly opposes it, as has been plainly 
shown in late elections. And tfie leading 
spirits in the Republican party, that is the 
men ofintluence, wlioso views most generally 
are followed, while they may favor negro suf- 
frage as an abstract right, yet do not claim 
the riglil to impose it upon the stales. .So 
we suppose Mr. Sumner’s resolutions, which 
propose negro )>olitical equality, will fail. 

Mr. Wilson, on Wednesday last, called 
up a bill to maintain the freedom of the 
inbabitauts of the states deolared to be in 
Insurrection and rebellion by the Proclama- 
tion of President Lincoln, of July], 1862. 
Mr. W’ilson explained the meaning of the 
bill to be, to maintain the civil riglits-and 
immunities of freedmen, to the maintenance 
of which the faiifi of the Government is 
already pledged. He did not include suf- 
frage in these rigbis, but, on tlie contrary 
excluded it, saying, “Whatever difl'ereiices 
of opinion there might be on the subject of 
negro suffrage, there ought to be none iu re- 
gard to tlie duty of making good the guar- 
antees of the Government.’’ Tbe debate on 
this occasion referred merely to the rights 
alluded to by Senator Wilson. And noth- 
ing in the discussion transpired to show 
that, under the second clause of the Amend- 
ment abolishing slavery it is tlie intention of 
Congress to force negro political equality 
upon the several states. 

As to the admission of Southern mem- 
bers, the opinion of many who are walch- 
iug the tone of Congressional feeling is that 
they will ultimately be admitted. 'I'liere 
may be a long debate upon the subject, and, 
of course, one of great interest and product- 
ive of good But it will end, we believe, iu 
a perfect and cordial reconstruction. At 
any rate, lor this we hope. And it is our 
sincere conviction tliat the admission of the 
Southern members will work good for the 
nation. The Southern Confederacy is dead 
— outside of Kentucky, ihe whole South 
acknowledges this. On tliis conviction they 
are acting. 'I’licy send their representatives 
to Congress as being in the Union, and as 
desiring to lake part in the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of the Union, And we believe 
this is done in perfect good faitli. All the 
views and claims of the .Soutli may not he 
in accord witli the sentiments and will of 
the rest of the States. .\iid the rest of the 
Slates could not possibly expect it. But the 
question is, “.\re these States in the Union?" 
If so they .should he represented in tlie Na- 
tional Congres.s. When a Southern mem- 
ber presents liimselt with ihe proper cre- 
' denlials, and takes Ihe required oath, lie 
should he ndmittcil to a seat. The perma- 
nent peace ami best inierests of the Union 
require this. Wo sliall liavc more to say 
on tills subject at anotlier time.

The Contested Seals 

The contested eleclion cases are slill in 
progres.s in both llonscsol Ihe Legi.slaiure. 
Th^y are all lending towards Ihe same enii 
— the expulsion of ihe Union members. This 
had been alreaily ilelerinined on, and when 
Committees, lo wliom were referreil tlie ex- 
amination of the ca.'os, reported that the les- 
liniony did not sii.stain llie chargea of con- 
teslanl.s, they have been discharged and the 
matter referred lo the Standing ('ommiilees 
on Priveleges and Elections. It waa argued 
that this was proper, as each House was 
the judge of Ifie qualification and election of 
its members, 'fliis is so. But it is pre- 
sumed that in judging some regard will he 
had lo truth and justice in the case. Here, 
however, it is the politics of the member 



matter. 

This is evident from the fact that in every 
case in dispute, no matter what the judg- 
ment of the Committee might be, the seat of 
tbe Union member has been declared va- 
cant. If the majority leporl claimed the 
seat for the member holding it, the minor- 
ity report vacating it has been adopted, and 
if tlie minority report claimed the right of 
the sitting member to bis position, then tlie 
majority report lias been adopted. It will 
strike any man of sense and honesty as a 
strange thing that, whether in the majority 
or the minority, the Conservative contestant 
should be successful. 

It must be remembered, tliough, tlial it is 
the intense zeal of tbe Conservative party 
for the purity and freedom of the ballot box 
that induces this course. But are they 
themselves without fault iu the matter. If 
they think so, why did they refuse Senator 
Prall’s resoIiitioD to inquire into the matter 
of military interference in their case. Mili- 
tary interference is the sin which this vir- 
tuous party cannot tolerate. But lo it many 
of the Conservative Senators owe their seats. 
Burnside’s order. No. 38, put them where 
they are, and yet they cannot allow a Union 
man a seat in tlie Senate on whom the 
slightest HU.ipicion of having been in the 
least degree aided by military authority 
rests. Gen. Palmer’s order was not as strict 
as Burnside's and his interference really 
amounted lo nothing. Still hayonrt-appoinl' 
ed Conservatives approve the one and con- 
demn the other 

The Judges in these contested eleclion 
cases are not qualified lo move in the case. 
Out of their own mouth they condemn 
themselves. .And some bear sucb a char 
acter as to prove that they will give their 
judgment in Ihe interest of disloyalty all 
the time. Wc hear of one, for instance, who 
had a rebel Hug flying over bis lionsr, under 
which lie harbored ami aided CotifeJerafe 
soldiers and guerrillas, wbicli flag is now 
the bands of tbe military authorities in 
Louisville. We bear of anotlier who shoul- 
dered a musket ami marched with the Con- 
federates to drive Union men from tbe Slate 
We liear anotlier saying that the martyred 
Lincoln was as great a traitor as JefT Davis, 
and Inal President Johnson is as great a 
traitor as either of them. Ami so we see 
treason sitting in the Legislature and hear 
it spouting its abuse of the Government and 
its supporters, and tlien judging between 
loyal Union man, elected by tbe people, and 
a defeated and disappointed contestant, and 
invariably giving judgment against tbe 
Union member who all tlirougb the late con- 
test has stood true to his country. 

It is not because of military interference 
at the elections tiiat Union men are being 
ousted from their places. Tlie seats are de- 
clared vacant merely because they are Union 
men — for this crime a Kentucky Legisla- 
ture expels them. Look at what they are 
doing, and the manner of it, and any man 
will see that this is true. They must have a 
decided majority to efl’ecl all their purposes— 
lliey send loyal Union men home and thus 
increase their majority. Certain men are 
seeking place— the United Slates Senator- 
ship, for instance— tliey in Committee press 
the claims of contestants, and thereby make 
a vote. And so all through tbe story. Let 
Conservatives of this stripe go ahead. They 
are making for ‘.hemselves a record which 
will make their own damnation sure. So 
may it be. 



Treason Declared not Onilty. 

We are not alone in our views of the re- 
peal of the expatriation act, of the act 
against guerrillas and of all the enacliitcnis 
on our salute books condemnatory of the 
late rebellion. Others see the action of the 
Legislature in this respect as we do — that it 
is in the interest ol treason. By their acts 
our Legislators are declaring that irea-son is 
no crime and that traitors are innocent of 
all fault — that those who have taken up 
arms against the 'Government and their 
Slate have done notliing lo condemn. And 
so doing, ol course they declare the converse 
lo he true — that loyalty, which regarded 
treason as a crime and resorted lo force for 
its suppression, has itself done wrong and 
that Union men have been criminal in tlieir 
defense ol their Government and Stale. If 
treason is not odious and wicked, loyalty 
is; if traitors are not punishable, loyal men 
are, lor during tbe war they have taiiglit 
and acted as if it were. 

We have liigli Conservative niitliority for 
tliese assertions and tliis view ol wliat the 
Legislature is doing. The Louisville Cour- 
ier, whose Conservatism is .above suspicion— 
for it lias served lour years in tbe rebel 
ranks, and is slill doing it for lliat matter 
lakes tins view ol tbe case. In an article 
on tbe repeal ol tlie Expatriation act it says 
and we should Ibink the cheek of every 
Kentuckian in whom there dwells one spark 
of loyally would llu.sh with shame as he 
reudH ii. — 

“U e rongratulate (liege generong men, 
whose noble impulses and fearless hearts, 
prompted them lo spring to arms lo defend 
liieir .Soutlierii I retliren in their day of trial, 
upon this action of the Legislature. It is 
a record and a lesiimony ivhieh will stand 
through all lime to come, that the motives 
Inch prompted them lo take up arms 
against the Goveriniieiit were understood 
anil appreciated; and ihai they were not, in 
so doing, guilty of a crime deserving pains 
and penalties, oroflreason, whicli deserved 
the gallows. And when the history of lhal 
Moody hill ill lalfd struggle shall he read in 
after days, it will also he related, lhal wilh- 
n six months alter the lerminalion ol lios- 
lilitie.s, ami before peace had been officially 
declared, the Legislature ileclared them all 
worthy of citizenship, and restored lo them 



vindication and exemption from reproach. 

Here we sec that according to rebel 
judgment of their acts, the Legislature of 
Kentucky has given a “record and a lesti 
mony" that the treason of Kentucky rebels 
is appreciated and that traitors have bee 
guilty of notliing deserving of punishment. 
The action of the Legislature in the repeal 
ol all condemning and disabling laws “will 
be (heir vindication and exemption from re 
proach” who for four years have attempted 
the ruin of Kentucky and the Union. 

This judgment of the Courier will be the 
universal judgment. It is being written i 
Kentucky statute books that Treason against 
the Union has been guilty of no crime, that 
Rebellion is a virtue and a right. In tb 
Capitol of our State men arc allempting lo 
ennoble (reason and to make loyalty odiouS' 
Shall they succeed? 

A ronservative View of our CoiiKervn 
tive Legislature.

Tbe fact is a large por- 
tion of the present Legislature owe their 
position to rebel influence and rebel vole.». 
It was expected some return would be made 
lor ibis by giving some of the offices to 
tlieir expatriated patrons. But the places 
ami tbe money they wanted themselves, and 
only found two inferior positions for those 
who bad put them iu office. That tliey may 
be kept in power. Conservatives &re white 
washing rebels in order, legally, (o have tlieir 
aid and assislancein future elections They 
white-wash reheU ns a bid and reward (or 
tlieir votes. .So wags Conservatism 



Unwilling to face the Music. 

On Friday last, in (be .Senate of Ken- 
tucky, wliilst tlie repeal of the Expatria- 
tion Act was under eonsideration, two 
amendments liad been ofl'ered lo the repeal- 
ing .Act — one by Col .1. J. Landraiii and 
the others by Mr. Lilly. Col Landram and 
others appealed to Mr. Lilly to withdraw 
his amendment until the vote of tbe Senate 
had been taken upon bis (Landram's) 
amendment, and then Mr. Lilly could offer 
bisand have a direct vole upon it. Mr. 
Lilly suspecting no trickery, wiilidrew bis 
amendment temporarily, and thereupon a 
Conservative Senator moved tbe previous 
question, and by a vote of tbe Conservatives 
and Rebel Sympathisers, sustained the pre- 
vious question and cut off a direct vote upon 
Mr. Lilly s amendment. These gentlemen 
did not like lo face tlie music, and vole 
(/irect/y lo restore guerrillas to rights ol citi- 
zenship. They accomplished their object 
by a trick, and (bus placed Guerrillas. Bush- 
whackers, and Murderers, in a position 
hereafter to aid the cause of Rebels and 
Conservatives in Kentucky. Do these gen- 
tlemen expect tbe good people of Kentucky 
will not inquire into tins sort of legislative 
trickery? Our word for it that they will not 
only inquire into it, but will bold them to 
a strict accounlabilitr lor all their acts to 
whitewash Guerillas. It is due to Col. J. J. 
Landram lo say that be was not a party lo 
tbis piece of trickery. 

The lollowing is the ainendii eiit of Mr. 
Lilly which tbe Conservatives and Rebel 
Sympathisers were anxious lo gel clear ol 
giving a direct vote upon: 

Provid (/, That all persons who have actively 
engaged ia rebellion, or who havo given volunta- 
ry aid and comfort to those in rebellion, and who 
have not taken the oath of Amnesty proscribed by 
the President of thoUnited States, or who have 
not received pardon from said President, shall, 
before ebuicing the benefits of this act, take an 
oath bofore tho Clerk of the County Court of the 
County in which he or they may rosidoto support 
the Constitution of tho United States, and the 
laws made in pursuance thereof, and tho Consti- 
tution of tho State of Kentucky, and tho laws 
made ia pursuance thereof, so long as ho remains 
a citizen of tho Commonwoaltbj which oath shall 
be recorded by said clerk in bisoflneo: and provid- 
ed further , That any person who has boon a Guer- 
rilla shall not bo entitled to the benefits of this 
act. • 

A Correction. 

Tlie Frankfort correspondent of the Louis- 
ville Courier says of the Comuionweallb, 
“Of course we could not expect lliat paper 
to sbo'.T any mercy or liberality lo those 
who bad been iu tbe rebel army, however 
well they may behave lliemselves now, and 
uotwitlistanding tliey have shown every dis- 
position to return lo tlieir allegiance and 
become again good and law-abiding citi- 
zens." 

In tbe article in our paper, to which the 
Courier alludes, the lollowing appeared: 
“Tlioee rebels who went out of tbe Slate 
and boldly cast their lot with the Confed- 
eracy and have now returned lo tlieir lioines, 
acknowledging defeat and allegiance, maybe 
entrusted with the privileges of citizenship. But 
those w ho remained at lionic as spies, to 
murder and rob and lo lurnisb supplies and 
hiding places to guerrillas, can no more be 
trusted now than then.” 

Is not ibis an answer sufficient lo the 
above misrepresentation? In wbal we have 
said ol the wholcs.alc repeal ol disabling 
acts, allusion has been bad entirely lo guer- 
rillas, their aiders and abellers. We have 
made a marked distinction between rebel 
soldiers and guerrillas, and in so doing be- 
lieve we do justice to tbe true soldiers of tbe 
rebel armies. But the Courier correspond- 
ent and Olliers we could name do not seem 
lo make tbis distinction. They insult tbe 
soldiers of the Confederacy by classing them 

illi those who they lliemselves, in the 
slalii'.e books of Kentucky, have branded 
as “robbers and bandits.’’ But we do not 
thus speak or think. 

We believe we speak Irnly when we a.ssert 



that in tbe coliimus ol tbe Comuionwealtl 
since tbe diabaudiug of the rebel armies, 
not one word has appeared that could bo 
construed by an honest mind into a wan 
of mercy or liberality toward.s relurued 
rebel soldiers. On tbe contrary wc have 
claimed mercy for all who have returned 
borne and to their allegiance. As regards 
sucli, we agreed cordially and openly with 
Governor Bramlette’s recommendation in 
their behalf in his late message. Our 
readers all know this. Any assertion to lb 
contrary is utterly false. 



Annual Meeting of the Eentncky State 
Agricultural Society. 

In accordance with the published call of 
the President, the Kentucky State Agricul 
tural Society met in tbe Senate Chamber, in 
tbe city of Frankfort, at 2J o’clock on the 
13th of December, 1865. 

'file meeting was called to order by the 
Piesidciit, Col. L. J. Bradford. 

The proceedings of the last annual meet 
ing were read by tbe Secretary and approv 
ed. 

Tbe President, iu a brief address, con 
gratulated tbe society on tlie return of peace 
and on the prospects of a greater influence 
being exerted by the society in the future 
on Ibe.'great industrial intrests of tbe State 
and also suggested many subjects winch 
should claim its attention at (be jireseiit 
meeting, especially the eminent propriety of 
bolding a national fa<r during tbe autumn 
of 1866, and also suggesting that, from tbe 
central position of Kentucky, ami tbe high 
character ol her people for hospitality, and 
their varied and extensive interests in agri- 
culture, Haiti fair should be held in Ken- 
tucky. 

fill motion of Hon. J. F. Bell, ol Boyle, 
the lollowing resolutions were nnaniinousi 
adopted. 

Jireolvcd, That, in theopinion of the Kentucky 
State Agricultural Society, in convention assem- 
bled, the industrial interests of the country de- 
mand that a national fair shall be held in the 
fall of 18«6, in which event tho central position 
of Kentucky and tbe high character of her peo. 
plo for hospitality, coupled with their extensive 
intere.st injovery branch^of agriculture, render it 
very de.sirablo and importont that the said fair 
shall bo hold in this Stale; the place for holding 
the fair to bo designated by the Board of Di- 
rectors. 

Reiohed, That, the Kentucky State Agricultural 
Society in convention assembled, do earnestly 
and cordially invito the Agricultural Societies 
of all theStatc.s and Territories of the Union to 
co-operate with them in this great and patriotic 
movement, so vital to the industrial interests of 
the nation. 

On motion ol Mr. Priest, of Hender sou. 
the lollowing resolution was adopted: 

lieeolvedf That the following preamble and 
resolutions, adopted by the Tobacco Convention 
assembled in Louisville on tho 13th of September 
last, are approved and reaffirmed by tho State 
Agricultural Society of Kentucky: 

WuKKEAS, Tho heavy tax on tobacco, and the 
growing apprehension of a tax on leaf tobacco, 
havo greatly lessened tho consumption ^and pre- 
vonted producers from planting to tho oxlent they 
did before tho commodity was taxed; and, 

WuERKAS, In view ofthis tbe monthly report of 
the Agricultural Department for August expresses 
tho opinion that tho crop is but barely able to 
sustain itself, and questions tho policy of future 
taxation as having ihecITcctof checking the pro- 
duction of tho article and finally depriving the 
Government of the tax; therefore, 

Iteeotved, That for the reason set forth, this 
convention belioring heavy taxation will amount 
to prohibition, but as loyal cilizen.s willing to sus- 
tain tho Government, recommend an ad valorem 
tax on manufactured tobacco as tho be.st method 
to secure tho present and pormunont interests of 
tbe Government and tobacco producer.s in ovory 
portion of tho country. 

On motion of Dr. \ ouiig, of Hardiu coun- 
ty, the following resolution was adopteil. 

Heeolvedf Thai the financial condition of tbis 
society is such as to require, at as early a date as 
tossible, the usual appropriation by our State 
..ogislaiure, and tbe President of the Society is 
hereby .authorized to appoint a committee to pre- 
sent this subject to the two Houses of the present 
General Assembly. 

On molion of 



F. Fisher, ol Boyle, the 
following resolution was adopted: 

Iteeotved, That this society acknowledge with 

nfeignod pleasure and gratitude thegreat sorvioo 
rendered by tho press of the Slate to tho cause 
of agriculture in Kentucky. 

On molion ol R. \V. Scott, Esq., ol Frank- 
lin, the following resolutions were adopted^ 

Jieeetved, That this Society recommend to 
the Agricultural Societies iu tho respective coun- 
ties ot the State tho propriety of reorganization , 
and also tho importance of making a full report, 
by thc|proper officers of such societies, to tho Ag- 
ricultural Society, which reports shall embrace a 
statement of the existingcondition of agriculture 
and such improvements ns may bo purtinent to 
tho subject. 

Iteeotved, That this Society oaroostly urge the 
speedy organization of agricultural societies in 
every county in which such a society does not ex- 
ist at present, and also tho importance of estab- 
lishing farmers’ aad mochanics' clubs for tho con- 
sideration of industrial interests. 

On motion of Colonel A. G. Hodges the 
society proceeiled to the election of officers

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Kentucky Slate Agricultural Society 
met iu the Senate Chamber at 2J o’clock 
December 14,1865. 

Thn meeliug was called to order by the 
Presidcut, Col. L. J. Bradford, who, on tak- 
ing the Chair, stated that the object of tbe 
meeting was to take up and consider the 
great subject of labor, and, as there were gen 
tlemeii present from various porlious of tbe 
State, all equally interested in supplying 
Kentucky with labor in every department 
of industry, he hoped they would present 
their views, so that their might he so free 
an interchange of opinion, as to enable tbs 
committee appoinled.by. tbis Society, to pre- 
sent tbe subject to the Legislature in tlieir 
luemorial, in such a manner and with sucb 
suggestions, as would not only command 
tbeir serious and prompt altentiou, but se 
cure, at their bands, the adoption of such 
measurss as would at once meet tbs ex- 
igencies in which our Stale is placed by the 
abolition of slave labor. 

Gov. Jacob addressed the meeting. He 
regarded the subject of Agriculture as pre 
ssntiiig a common ground on which all par 
ties could meet. He was of (be opinion that 
the negro could not be relied on for labor, 
wiihoiitsome mild system of coercion; and 
as slavery was gone, be urged the impor- 
tance of applying its place with white labor, 
so that our vast mineral and other resources 
iniglil be developed, Ac. 

Hon. J. k . Bell, oT Boyle, having heeii 
called upon, stated that ite had no matured 
views on a subject of so much delicacy and 
intponauce. In his opinion the freedmen 
shoiihl be induced to remain, believing from 
their local attachments lo (heir homes they 
could be made very ussinl to their former 
masters, lleexpressed his opinion that tbe 
Slave Code should be revised by tliis Legis 
lature and urged the committee to prepare 
and present to the Legislature tlieir plans 
and views. He regarded ctpital abundant. 
All that was wanted in tbe State waa 
effective system ol labor lo develop' 

\ast Mineral and Agricultural resources. 

Mr. R. \V . Scott, of Franklin, Co., pre- 
sented the following resolutions, wbicli were 
read to ll»c Society. 

Wheretg, The luddou aad ferciblo abolition of 
slarerj in Kentuckj has made an entire cbanjre 
in the future system of labor; and whereas, it is 
the dot J and the interest of the people of tbe 
State to substitute the labor which has been lost 
bj such other labor of all kinds as shall display 
the highest degree of industry, fidelity and ca- 
pacity. Therefore, 

Jiteohed, That all practicable means should be 
adopted to i^aduco the best white population to 
seltio in Kentucky, regard being had only to 
their physical ability, mental capacity, and pros 
peetire usefulness, as citizens. 

Huolvtdf That the Legislature of Kentucky be 
respectfully requested to authorize an Agent of 
experience, fidelity and capacity to be appointed, 
whose duty , it shall be, as soon as practicable, to 
visit the principal countries of Europe whence 
emigration may bo expected, fur the purpose of 
loviting, directing and assisting the emigration 
oflabor and capital to Kentucky. 

Retolvedf That as an inducement to emigra- 
tion within the ensuing twelve months, all sucb 
labor and capital sliall be exempt from State tax- 
ation fer tho first year. 

Mr. ScoU, in brief, but (lointcd remarks, ex- 
pressed his views on the subject under con- 
sideration. Refering to his resolutions, he 
remarked that he had thought much on the 
subject, anil felt the deepest interest iu the 
adoption ol .some moile wliich would best 
accomplish the object, regarding hisreso. 
Intions as only suggestion, willing lo yield 
them 10 any others which might be regard 
ed better by (be Society. 

Mr. Bijur, Representative from City ol 
Louisville, addressed the meeting. He 
slated that he had ofl’ered a bill on tbe sub- 
ject of emigration in the Legislature, wbicb 
bad been relered lo the Committee on Agri 
culture, the provisions ol which he, in the 
main, explained. His address contained 
much valuable ioformalion on tbe subject 
of immigration; was eloquently delivered, 
proving that the speaker had devoted much 
study and time lo thesuhject and had made 
hiinsell master of the same. 

On molion of Hon. J. F. Bell, of Boyle, 
Mr. Bijur was requested to furnish to the 
oommiltee a copy of his bill now before the 
-Agricultural Society for their consideration. 

The hill of Mr. Bijur was by him fur- 
iiislied .and read by Col. Hodges, After 
which Mr. Craig, ol Scott Co, Col. Hodges, 
Mr. Scott, and others, addressed the ineetiug. 

In view of the great imporlaiico of the 
subject, Mr. Scott, ol the Com:i.itiee, asked 
lor lurllier lime to make report. 

Mr. Baker, of Louisville, addressed tbe 
meeting, giving bis views, and especially 
that a subject of such vast importance should 
not he dis|K)Scd of without the most mature 
consiileraiion; and also .as it was one which 
waa lo affect the interest ol every portion of 
the Stale, he regarded it important that 
conclusions should not only he deferred, but 
that a convention sboiild be called to meet 
in the City of Frankfort, in which every por- 
tion of the Stale, as well ns every interest 
should be, by delegates, represented, and 
ihereiipoii offered the following resolution 
which was adopted: 

Rreotved, That a Ci'uimittoe rvusistiug of the 
following gentlemen bo authorizeil to issue a call 



for such CenventioB to assemble in tbe City of 
Frankfort, under the auspices of the State Agri- 
cultural Society, on tho 11th Janaary, 1866. 

The following gentlemen, on motion, were 
appointed the Committee iu obedience to 
provisions of above Resolution: L. J. Brad- 
ford, R. W, Scott, Harrison Taylor, and A. 
G. Hodges. 

Meeting adjourned to meet in tbe city of 
Frankfort Jan. 11. 1866.

Call for an Agricultural Convention at 
Frankfort on the lltli of January, 
I8GG. 

At a meeting of the Kentucky State Agri- 
cultural Society, in Frankfort, on the 14th 
iustant, a resolution was adopted author- 
izing the undersigoed as a committee to call 
a convention to assemble in Frankfort, on 
the 11th of January, 1860, under the aus- 
pices of the State Agricultural Society, for 
the purpose of considering the subject of 
labor in Kentucky. The present deranged 
condition of the labor system of the State 
renders it vaotly important that steps should 
be immediately taken to supply the lack of 
labor, and, with a view thereto, to encour- 
age Ihe immigration ol a desirable class ot 
laborers to Kentucky. The undersigned, 
therefore, earnestly urge upon the farmers 
in all porlious of ihe State to send delegates 
lo the convention. Let every county be fully 
represented. The subjects to be considered 
embrace the most vital interests ol the Com- 
monwealth, and we hope for the future pros- 
perity and wealth of the State, that Ihe con- 
vention will he largely attended.
